Wheels Running Free. 
Possibly you think that as long as 
(he brake drums do not feel warm to 
: he hand after you come In from a 
hive that the hands are not dragging. 
But this is not conclusive evidence that 
lie wheels are running free. 
The only 
way to be certain of this Is to Jack up 
loth rear wheels from the ground and 
1 hen turn each wheel in a forward di­ 
rection. 
When this Is done, due to the 
inferential action, the wheel on the 
other side of the car should turn In the 
opposite direction. 
T hat is, it will if 
the bands are free. 
While this check 
is being made the gears should be ic 
neutral. 
Any 
swishing 
or 
rubbing 
noise coming from the wheel while 
you are rotating It Is a sure sign that 
something is the matter, and a some­ 
thing which should be Immediately re­ 
moved if you wish your car to lie free 
from brake drag. 
You who have not
